All my colleagues are Ols- 
patching the foregoing to their respec- 
tive governments. Of the American 
marines, seven have been killed and 16

Myers and Dr. Lippett, who are getting 
along well. 
Conger. 


In the light of the above dispatch from 


Minister Congrer, received by the stat * 
department through Minister Wu, the 
attitude of the administration is that 
there Is but one thing to be done in the 
present circumstance, namely, to press 
on to the relief of the besieged garrison 
at Pekin. 


This was made known after extended 


communications between Washington 
and the president, at Canton, O. The 
Conger dispatch was accepted as show- 
ing conclusive justification for the Im- 
perative demand of the United States, 
sent to the Chinese government on Wed- 
nesday night, insisting that the imperial 
troops co-operate with the international 
forces in the rescue of the ministers, and 
until this condition, a<* well as that for 
the cessation of bombardment, is fully 
conceded by Chjna, there Is no other 
course open but to press steadily onward 
In the mission of relief. 


The discussion with the president led 


to tha determination to reply to the 
Conger message at onee, and, according- 
ly, Secretary Root and Acting Secretary 
Adee conferred on the terms of this reply. 
The text was forwarded late in the day. 
It was announced officially and positively 
that this message would not be mada 
public either in whole or in substance. 
It was made plain, however, that the 
message was sufficiently guarded as not 
to further increase the jeopardy of our 
minister in case the Chinese have access 
to our cipher. 


As to the terms of the message, they 


are believed to make plain that this gov- 
ernment will not advise, much less di- 
rect, that Mr. Conger leave Pekin under 
Chinese escort, when the minister has 
advised Washington that this would 
mean certain death. 
Moreover, the re- 


ply doubtless lets the minister know 
that there is an unaccountable error in 
the statement of the Chinese govern- 
ment, as conveyed to him through the 
tsung H yamen, that the foreign gov- 
ernments had urged repeatedly that the 
ministers be sent out of Pekln under 
suitable escort. 
This clause, contained 


in Mr. Conger's latest dispatch, clearly 
shows that the Chinese government is 
leading him to believe that it Is the 
wish of Washington that he leave under 
a Chinese escort, whereas, the United 
States government never has entertained 
for a moment the idea of having the min- 
ister set out on the dangerous pilgrim- 
age from Pekin to the coast, under Chi- 
nese protection. 
• There is no probability that the at- 
tention of the Chinese government will 
be directed to its apparent double deal~ 
Ing, as indicated in the Conger dispatch. 
This government has transmitted to the 
other powers interested the note,to the 
Chinese government entrusted to Min- 
ister Wu on the night of the Sth. It has 
assurance from the other powers that 
they have not advised their representa- 
tives to accept Chinese escort from Pe- 
kin. 


It was officially stated at the close 


of the day that no further representa- 
tions have been made to the Chinesn 
government since the Adee note of the 
Sth, and that none will be made until 
the Chinese government has given some 
Indication of the attitude it will assume 
In complying with or-denying the de- 
mands of the United States. 


While the state department is con- 


tinuing to dispatch messages to Minister 
Conger upon th« assurances of the Chi- 
nese government that communication 
is uninterrupted, it is doing so with com- 
paratively small hope of their delivery. 
This assertion was borne out last night 
when Secretary Root said that there was 
no convincing evidence in possession of 
this government that any of our dis- 
patches really had reached Minister Con- 
ger. 
This indicates that the minister 


has not given a direct and satisfactory 
answer to any of the queries that have 
been addressed to him by the department 
of state. 


No additional dispatches were 
re- 


ceived bearing on the military situation 
either from General Chaffee or Admiral 
Rerney, and the last Information leaves 
the international forces at Yangtsun last 
Monday n.ight.

FITZSIMMONS THE VICTOR 


Fitz Demonstrates That He is Not to 


Classed Among the Has-Beens, Fierce 


Battle E ded in the Sixth Bound 


New York, Aug. 11.—It took less than 


six rounds of furious fighting for Rob- 
ert Fitzsimmons, the "decrepit and 
aged" sx-champion heavyweight pugilist 
of the world, to UiorougUly whip Qua 
Ruhlm, the Arkon giant, in Madison 
Squd»e Garden before a crowd that 
packed every seat in the vast ampl- 
theatre. 
For five rounds the battle 


raged, with Fitzsimmons shining In star 
points. 
The same arm that delivered 


the sfivful blow upon James J. Corbett's 
solar plexus at Carson City, and won 
for the same man behind it a fortune and 
the championship, worked like a power- 
ful piston rod geared to awiftoesa and 
agility.

I died Friday as the result of an operation. 


I Baron Russell, who had ben ill for about 
a fortnight, is variously reported to have 
suffered from a gastric disorder and from 
a tumor in the stomach. 
Charles Rus- 


sell, Lord of Killowen, lord chief justice 
of England, O. C. M. G., LU D., D. L., 
Q. C. and M. P., was born in Newry, Ire., 
In 18SO. 
He was educated first at Castle 


Knock college, and then at Trinity col- 
lege, Dublin. In 1872 he "took silk," and, 
taken in all, Sir Charles Russell may 
easily be said to have stood first at the 
English bar. 


In March, 1893, 
he was one of the coun- 


sel of the English government on the 
Behrlng sea international tribunal of 
arbitration which met at Paiis. The 
commission consisted of seven arbitra- 
tors, two being chosen on behalf of the 
United States by President Harrison, 
two by the British government and three 
by the President of Pwince, the King of 
Italy and the King of Norway and 
Sweden. 


Upon the death of Lord Chief Justice 


Coleridge, in Jun«, 1894, 
Sir Charles Rus- 


eell was appointed to that position, the 
selection being approved throughout all 
England. 


He visited- America In 1883 with Lord 


Coleridige, Sir James Eannen, Patrick 
Martin, Q. C., Mr. Bryce, M. P., and Sir 
Horace Davey. He visited his sister, 
Mother Baptist, in San Francisco, and 
made many friends. 


In 1896 he again visited America to at- 


tend the meeting of the American Bar 
association in Saratoga.

many of Ruhlln's were d'odiged in the 
cleverest manner by"wily Bob. 


Fitz' handlers kept urging him to play 


for the solar plexus,' but Fitz only tried 
It occasionally. Evidently he was await- 
ing an opportunity for a right swing to I 
the mark. In the fourth and fifth rounds 
both men showed plainly the effects of 
the rapid work they had done in the pre- 
> 


ceding rounds. Both were tired and j 
leg- weary, but Ruhlin showed up much 
the worse of the two. Fitz was always 
the quicker on hie feet at the 
call> of 


time, bui now and then during the rounds 
he seemed to stand still and glare at his 
opponent. Ruhlin at these times also 
stood still, being evidently grateful for 
the chance of breathing which Fitz af- 
forded him. Just once Fitz touched the 
3oor, when he slipped down from a 
clinch at the end of a round. 


In the sixth round Ruhlln was slow In 


coming to time, while Fitz jumped at his 
man. It was then a question of who 
would land a telling- punch, as both men 
were very much fatigued. Fitz, alwaya 
the quicker on his feet, was able to get 
around Rxyilin, and while the latter sent 
straight lefts for Fitz' head Bot side- 
stepped safely and landed lefts on the 
body and right ta the head. With a 
volley of lefts and rights to the head and 
neck and a fearful left on the solar 
plexus Fita sent Ruhlin in a heap to the 
floor. 


This was the beginning of tha end. 


Ruhlin, after taking nine seconds of tha 
count, arose to his feet, grog>gy from the 
effects of the solar plexus blow. As 
soon as Ruhlin got up Fitz rushed, send- 
ing two lefts to the face and then zhot 
his right with fearful force to the point 
of Ruhlin's Jaw. Gus pitched forward 
»s if struck with an ax and fell on his 
face to the floor, where he was counted 
cut and had to be carried to hiacorner. 


Ruhlln, when he reached his room, was 


In a sort of a trance and it was a long time 
before he fully understood that he had 
been defeated. He was badly bruised 
about the head and both eyes were al- 
most closed. He said: "I did the best 
I could, and no man can do more. Fitz 
whipped me, and that's all I can say 
about It."

Things concerning- China move sTow- 


Jy. Today there is an 
improvement 


JTrom one eoint of view and from an- 
tottoer point of view matter appear to 
be worse. The improvement consists of 
|the evidence that China is more in- 
Mined to reason, thau io high-handed 
butchery; the evidence to sustain "the 
opinion that matters are worse is 
found in the absence of unity on the 
impart of the powers. 


China has backed down from maln- 


fftaiming the ministers in a state of per- 
i-Sect isolation to allowing- free commun- 
llcation with them in cipher. This con- 


i cession followed the strong1 representa- 
tions of the United States and tie suc- 
icesa of the allledi troops, who have 
taken two Chinese cities in puittaK 
jfrora a quarter to a third of the way 
from Tien Tsln to Peldn. behind them. 
*Th& messages from the minisEers are 
not very reassuring. They show that 
+£2 legations have suffered heavy loss 
from the Chinese attack, the American 
jlegattan 
losing six Wiled 
and 100 


.Bounded. They also inform us that th» 
attacka upon the legations did not 
wholly cease1, that while bombardment 
by heavy guns was suspended the lega- 
tions were kept under continuous rifle 
fire. In addition^ the messages tell us 
jthat the Chinese government, in pursu- 
ing its policy to get the envoys out of 
(Peldn so as to arrest the march of the 
Allies on the capital city, represented 
*o the ministers that their governments 
idesired them to leave Pekin under es- 
cort for Tien Tsin, where they would be 
beyond danger. This was a clean-cut 
£al*ehood on, the part of the Chinese 
government, and was skillfully met by 
the suspicious ministers, who, not then 
fcetag in crnnrnwiication with 
their 


governments, submitted that they coula 
*iot l«ave Pekin without instructions 
'frrom their home departments of state. 
RThe ministers in their messages have 
Declared it would be unsafe to leave 
tPekim as advised by th* Chinese offic- 
ials, and heroically beg to remain with 
(the foreigners and converts who are 
rendered safer by the presence of the 
Jninistera in Pekin. They advise, also, 
that the relief force be great enough to 
(give safe conduct from pekin of all the 


and all the native converts, 


to l«ave behind to be butchered 


i|t would be cowardly In the extreme. 


The relief force has been, making 


^plendld progress. The allied com- 
jftnanders have co-operated magnificent- 
ly. And, with the apparent return of 
Some sense of responsibility to China, 
It looked as if the rescuing of the be- 
(Bleged in Peki.i was not much more 
(than a matter of the time required to 
|go to the capital for them and return, 
B3ut the question today is, Will the re- 
lief force press on, or will it disintegrate 
pr halt because of a division of opinion 
among the powers? The United. Slates 
has been foremost in the diplomacy of 
the Bituatfon. No other power has done 
half BO much to mould the affair. The 
.United States policy of fhe recognition 
tof insurrection on*iy in China, of as- 
suming- the Chinese government to be 
on friendly terms with the world and 
of maintaining the territorial integrity 
of China was consented to bv all 
the powers. Subsequently, within the 
,\vfr5k, the United States emphatically 
pointed out *<* China her duty tinder 
fthe crTCumstnces—to put a stop to at- 
Hacks on the legations, to co-operate 
[With the allies for the relief of the le- 
gation* and foreigners and the restora- 
tion of order. No dissent was heard to 
this from any power. It seemed beyond 
ifloubt that the prime objective of all 
*hc powers wa» the relief of the dife- 
Itresaed In Pekin, after which would 
(come the dealing with China, for her 
{national crime*. 


But this supposed unity of purpos* 


tnay dissolve, now at the. moment when 


I* wiUUtt sight. Admiral Sey- 


mour, tor the British, la preparing- to 
tend a large military force at Shang- 
hai under thx» claim of Ite presence be- 
ing necessary for the protection of for- 
elgn«ra. There ito doubt about it, for it 
looks as if Gr«*t Britain by this aot IB 
merely preparing1 herself against a time 
when xmrtitJba of China for indemnity 
should arrive. The kaiser has taken 
upon himself to name flie own. Com- 
mander-in-chief for all the forces In 
China and is sending him off as fast aa 
possible. In Germany and in all Europe 
there is feverish preparation of mem 
and ships for China. Is it to become 
a plunge for grab instead of marchi on 
Pekin for humanity? 


China is becoming alive to the sttur 


atlon. She has commissioned LI' Hung 
Chang1 to negotiate peace. The famous 
old vioeroy. is supreme. And, accord- 
ing to excellent authority, he has been 
in extensive and secret communication 
with Russia while he was> supposed to 
be ill in his retreat at Shanghai. It is 
in the air t>at China, having imsor- 
tuned all tha other powers unsuccess- 
fully, is now affecting an. alliance with 
Russia. To give the thing point is the 
official announcement ioday that the 
czar consents to the escorting- of Rus- 
sia's minister at Peldn, to Tien Tsin as 
proposed by the Chinese government. 


Will Great Britain's landing troons 


at Shanghai, breaking the concert rela- 
tive to territorial aggrandizement, an<j 
the czar's consenting to the oonyoyinK 
of his minister from Pekin, breaking 
the unity with reference to the manner 
of relief of the envoys, be the beginning 
of a go-it-alone policy which will' re- 
turn the situation to chaos? 


QO All EXPOSES BRYAN 


Seilator Hoar is the best critic of Ifc-. 


Bryan who has yet 
appeared. 
He 


most ably exposes Mr. Bryan in the 
following interview given to the Bos- 
ton Journal: 


"Mr. Bryan has put his case with 


great power and with great dexterity. 
Many good men, the first time they 
read it, will be much impressed by it, 
but they will like it less on more care- 
ful consideration. His defense of his 
course in procuring the ratification of 
the treaty by which the Philippine is- 
lands were acquired from Spain is ex- 
ceedingly weak and lame. It will not 
bear examination for a moment. The 
senate was the strorig fortress, the 
"West Point of the opponents of im- 
perialism. 
The treaty by which the 


people of the Philippine islands were 
purchased and the faith of the country 
was pledged to pay 520,000,000 for sov- 
ereignty tover 10,000,000 of unwilling 
subjects, and by which on the faith of 
the counltry it was further pledged that 
congress and not the people themselves 
should determine what disposal should 
be made 'of them, required the vote 
of two-thirds of the senate for rati- 
fication. 
The "opinion of senators 


eriough—of far more than one-third of 


senate—against it, was well known 


and freely expressed. In this condi- 
tion of things, Mr. Bryan was not con- 
tent with a mere opinion. He put forth 
all his p'ower as a great party leader, 
the last candidate of his party for the 
presidency, and then reasonably sure 
:o be the! next candidate, to secure the 
ratification of the treaty. Not content 
with writing letters, he came to Wash- 
ngton in person to overcome the re- 
.uctance of his followers. Seventeen of 
them Voted for the treaty, of whom 
ontty four or five at most had been pre- 
viously known to be in its favor. He 
now says that he thought the war 
would go on, and that there was a 
doubt whether Spain would have rati- 
fied a treaty if it had been amended by 
nserting in it a provision like that 
relative to Cuba. It was perfectly 
well knbwn then as it is now, from 
documents that have been made pub- 
ic and had been sent into the senate, 
.hat Spain was compelled to do what- 
ever the United States exacted of her, 
and that her commissioners expressly 
so declared. A change would have been 
agreed to in) two days upon a request 
by our government, communicated to 


across the ocean by cable. Mr. 


Bryan says he thought that a resolu- 
lon like that offered by Mr. Bacon 
would be passed afterwards, which 
would do as well. But every man wh'o 
inows anything about the constitution 
knbws that by the constitution a treaty 
becomes the law of the land. It is the 
law of strongest obligation, because 
congress not only declares it to be the 
law of the land, but pledges the faith 
'of tha government and 
the people. 


Such a resolution passed by the senate 
would have been the merest anki idlest 
mockery, without the assent of the 
house of representatives and the presi- 
dent, neither of which Could be ob- 
tained. 


"I said the senate was to the op- 


ponents of imperialism what Weat 
Point was to our fathers in the revolu- 
tion. Mr. Bryanfs conduct is aj if some 
general in the revolutionary army, a 
great leader of the people like Wash- 
ington or Greene, had given up West 
Point to the British and had induced 
the continental congress to declare that 
King George was our lawful sov- 
ereign and the British parliament our 
lawftJI legislature, on the plea that he 
wanted to stop the war and expected 
afterwards to get gome votes through 
one or the other house of the British 
Parliament granting us independence. 
The war with Spain was over; we had 
no title, as President McKinley de- 
clared again and again, to anything in 
the Philipplntefl but the city of Manila. 
At that point in came Mr. Bryan and 
got all that were needed of his followers 
to force through the senate a treaty 
which made lawful our 'own ownership 
of the whole of the Philippines, and 
pledged the faith of the country that 
we should pay for them, and that conl- 
gress thereafter sh'ouid legislate for 
them, and according to many high con- 
stitutional authorities, made it the duty 
of the president to reduce them to 
submission. That act wae itself ,a de- 
claration of war upon the people of the 
Philippines, and the strife, which had 
been but an accidental outbreak which 
Agvrinalclo disclaimed and disowned, be- 
came war. 
And for that war Mr. 


Bryan is more responsible than any 
other single person since the treaty 
left the hand» of the president. 


"I did myself, in my humble way, 


everything in my p'ower to prevent the 
treaty. I do not understand that any 
opponent of Imperialism charges me 
With failing to do my duty, aa a senlator 


both by vote and speech. I did it at 
the cost of what was as dear to me as 
my life—the approval and sympathy of 
men who had been my friends and poll- 


(tical companions for more than 30 
years. Everything I tried to do was 
brought to naught by the action! taken 
by Mr. Bryan and the action taken 
against the remonstrance of the wisest 
leaders in! his own party. He is not 
to get the reward of, his conduct if I 
can help it. I do not give him my con- 
fldenca in this- matter. 


"He says that If he is elected, he shall 


call an extra session at 'once and pro- 
pose to congress to give up the Philip- 
pines to their own people. He is to'o 
intelligent not to know very well that 
this talk is the idlest and most ridicu- 
lous n'onsense. He knows he could 
not expect either house of congress to 
do this thing until the people of the 
Philippine islands have abandoned their 
opposition! and have established an or- 
derly government und£r our protection. 
He knows that if there should be a 
democratic majority in the house of 
representatives equal to his wildest 
hopes, and if the republican majority 
in the senate should be reduced to two 
or wiped out altogether, so that it 
should be a tie>—which is I suppose, be- 
yond his sangninte expectations— there 
are still earnest and pledged imperial- 
ists enough in the democratic party to 
prevent any such action. Does he ex- 
pect that Morgan and Pettus of Ala- 
bama, tafter their state has indorsed 
their position so triumphunltiy— does 
he expect Sullivan of South Carolina, 
McHenry of Louisiana, 
Jones 
and 


Stewart of Nevada, or others that I 
could name, to swallow everything 
they have said publicly for the last 
four years. 


"No—the anti-imperialism of 
Mr. 


Bryan and that of his party is but a 
mask—it is a mask to cover the things- 
they have had most at heart from the 
beginning— it is a mask to cover their 
purpose to establish the free coinage of 
silver, a mask to cover their purpose 
to bring in free trade, a mask to cover 
thefr purpose to overthrow the banking 
system, a mask to cover an attack 
upon the supreme court, and a purpose 
to reorganize it if they can get the op- 
portunity. A very considerable number 
of the judges of the supreme court of 
the Uriited States are old men. It is 
not at all impossible that the majority 
of the court may be changed during the 
term of a single president. Uong ap- 
pointed, I believe, a majority of both 
courts of Massachusetts during his 
threeyears service as governor, th'ough 
these were, if I mistake not, not much 
younger men. If Mr. Bryanl shall be 
elected he will1 bring his party into 
power with him—the party which is at 
this moment engaged in contriving 
with masterly ingenuity the disfran- 
chisement 'of 10,000,000 of Americanb at 
home.

A peculiar feature of the religious life 


of North Adams is the fact that the 
city numbering some 24,000 people has 
no two churches of the same denomina- 
tion, with the exception of the Roman 
Catholic, where the two churches hard- 
ly enter the eame field. The conse- 
qupnce is a few churches of very large 
membership, with comjte-rativly few 
clergymen. In many places it would 
be impossible or unwise for churches 
to remain undivided while covering so 
large a territory.

EASTMAN'S 
DEFENSE INSANITY 


Claim Made That Railroad Accident 


Unsettled His Mind 


The prosecution in the Eastwood 


murder trial at Middlebury, Vt., rested 
its case yesterday afternoon^ after the 
court had refused to permit Mrs. East- 
wood, divorced wife of the defendant, 
who, it is alleged, was shot by her hus- 
band on the same night on which, it is 
charged, he killed Franklin H. Fenn, to 
appear as a witness. * 


The first witness yesterday was Rev. 


Jerome Wood, pastor of the Methodist 
church, Jamaica Plain), Mass., who was 
stationed in Greenfield in 1896. 
He tes- 


tified that Mrs. Eastwo'od joined his 
church in December, 1896. Mrs. East- 
wood, he said, left her husband and 
went tp Shirley, 60 miles away. In Jan- 
uary Eastwood went to witness' house, 
anld showing much em'otion wanted 
Mrs. 
Wood, to whose Sunday school 


class Mrs. Eastwood belonged, to go to 
Shirley and induce her to return. After 
getting Eastwood to sign the pledge 
for one year witness allowed his wife 
to go, Mrs. Eastwood came back, but 
did not live with her husband until 
April. Witness had heard Eastwood 
-threatenl his wife and use profane lan- 
guage toward her. 


At the close of Rev. Mr. Wood's testi- 


mony counsel for the prosecution made 
a move to call Mrs. Eastwood as a wit- 
ness, but the cjourt refused to permit 
tha step. 
, 


The defense then opened itsi case, and 


it was at once evident that the de- 
fense was to be insanity. Eastwood's 
step mother was the first witness. She 
testified that Fred had not been so 
cheerful and full Vjf life since he met 
with a railroad acciderit on the Fitch- 
burg three years ago as he had former- 
ly been.

He will then learn that there 
has been something of a misunder- 
standing in regard to the petition. The 
petition was started by the members 
of the Green River Grange, and was 
•pigned by most Of the members of the 
grange as well as many others from the 
town. The members of the grange are 
mostly from South \7lUiamstown, and 
It was understood that their district 
was to be included inl the route. 


The fact that the petition was pre- 


sented by residents of the White Oaks 
district, however, has evidently given 
th» inspector to understand that it was 
cnly for the White Oaks that the pe- 
tition was entered. This alonte would 
anade a much shorter route than is cus- 
tomary, while at the aama time It is 
fcoubtful If the White Oaks and South 
."Williainstown could 'be included, in the 
game route.

| From motives of policy and ambition 
jthe Japanese appear ready to hurl 
their armies against their Chinese cous- 
ins at the bidding of the westerners, 
but It must not be forgotten that deep 
down In the heart of the nation there 
Is a feeling of sympathy with China 
(•\7hlch will make Itself felt luter on, 
eays the Tokyo correspondent of tho 
New York Sun, writing under the date 
of July 16. Count Okume gave ex- 
pression to the feelings of many when 
'he declared the other day that It was 
[the grabs of^Ruasia and of Germany 
ithat caused the present trouble, and as 
reports continue to pour in from the 
{front the sympathy of the Japanese 
[with the Chinese continues to increase. 
' Japan can, as a matter of fact, un- 
flerstand the- furxpf the Boxers against 
missionaries and loreigners better than 
any other nation, for she. was once up- 
on a time a greater foe of both than 
the Middle Kingdom itself. Even at 
the present day she harbors a foreign 
community of which a great part re- 
fuses to pay its taxes and persists in 
treating the Japanese with a supercil- 
iousness that negroes would not stand. 


I But apart from this the whole histo- 
ry of the present Imbroglio rather 1m- 
jpresses the Japanese in favor of tho 
Suuch despised Chinaman. The mur- 
iflers of the Japanese chancellor and ot 
'the German minister were cowardly 
acts and the treatment of the diplomat- 
ic corps a violation of the law of na- 
tions, but the .Japanese have too many 
events of the kind in their history and 
are too careless of humon life to look 
,upon these matters in so serious a light 
IBS Europeans do. The mad, wild ris- 
ing of the northern Chinese as a whole 
iagalnst foreigners who harried and 
swindled and oppressed them as few 
great nations have ever been horrled, 
swindled and oppressed won, It must 
!be confessed, their warmest approba- 
tion. It was heroic thus to throw down 
ithe gauntlet to all the world, and it 
was just what the Japanese them- 
Belv-es were going to do about hijjf a 
century ago. 
! Although the Japanese naval com- 
.inander at Taku approved of the reso- 
lution of his seniors to take the Taku 
|forta, It Is generally acknowledged here 
'that the commander of the forts did 
right In declining to surrender them. 
•The foreign commanders had reason, 
no dpubt, in asking for that surrender, 
but the Chinese commander had rea- 
son, too, and if he had given in with- 
out a struggle his head would have' 
very properly paid the forfeit. 
| The extreme bravery of the Celes- 
tials In this and subsequent engage- 
'ments was very remarkable and could 


rnot fail to win for them the warm re- 
gard of a people who are so brave 
themselves asvthe Japanese. In fact, 
the reports of Admiral Seymour's 
march and of the otlier military opera- 
'tions that have been conducted up to 
the time of writing read more like 
tales of massacres than battles. Crowds 
of Chinamen armed with tridents and 
swords and antique lances, but trust- 
ing more to their small red bag con- 
taining the Boxer sign, a red fork and 
a written charm, rush with bare bos- 
oms on the well manned intrenchments 
of the foreigner and fall in hundreds 
before the level sheet of bullets which 
'meets them. Yet many of them suc- 
ceed in spite of this hall of death in 
reaching the trenches. A case in point 
is mentioned by Captain Shimamura, 
commander <>• the Suma, who guarded' 
the highway on the south bank of the 
Pei-Ho, connecting- the concessions 
|With the native town. On June 16 he 
was attacked by several hundred Box- 
ers carrying torches. The Japanese 
marines, who thus had an excellent op- 
portunity for taking aim, opened a ter- 
'rible fire on them, and the greater part 
of them fled at length, leaving their 
torches behind. During the Isolated 
attacks that followed one young man 
succeeded In reaching the trench, to 
,which he walked with as much sang 
!froid as if he really were invulnerable. 
'He was shot down at last, of course, 
'but not until he had reached to within 
a few yards of the muzzles of the guns. 
[When his corpse was drngged Insade 
'the intrenchment by the Japanese and 
examined, it was found that he was a 
[young man of about 25, clad entirely 
In silk raiment. It seems somehow fit- 
(ting that tbe youths of the oldest em- 
foire in the world should die In their 
richest attire and with their faces to 
the conquerors. 
! Examples of similar heroism (or what 
.we would call heroism if it were done 
by Europeans) are abundant. Accord- 
ing to a telegram that has just reached 
iTokyo, the government troops and the 
'Boxers have converted into an im- 
mense lake the whole country between 
,Tungchow and Tien-tsin, as well as 
•the- vast plain to the south of Peking, 
'by destroying the embankments of the 
Pel-Ho above Peitsang and those of 
the Hiung-Ho. At the same time the 
jEuropeans are beginning to find out 
Ithat, after all, the Celestial is not such 
'p bad soldier. Lieutenant von Krohn, 
'who is now lying wounded In the Ger- 
man hospital at Yokohama, whither be 
jwas brought from Taku, is very posi- 
tive on that point. He thinks, accord- 
'ing to a local paper which has inter- 
viewed him, that "they are splendid 
material and, if they had good officers, 
Jwould probably be Invincible." Else- 
where he saya that "everybody In gen. 
«ral has" very" greatly underestimated 
the quality of the Chinese troops. It 
would be utter folly to think that with 
en army 40,000, 50,000 or even 100,000 
the allied forces could reach Peking, 
but a force of at least 150,000, and es- 
pecially a large force of artlllei'y and 
cavalry and a carefully planned cam- 
paign, will be necessary to attain that 
end." 


Incidentally Lieutenant von Krohn 


lets us sec how beautifully our Chris- 
tian humanity and civilization com- 
pare with tho raw ferocity of the Box- 
ers. 


_ "Aa far.aa tlieicaptui'e_ai.prlBpner» la 


concerned," he Bays," "ttls'li an'tepoi. 
eibility, as the Chinese are not civilized 
enough for that kind of warfare. Un- 
der the circumstances of the present 
warfare In China ihe allies have beenf 
and pTofckbly.;«ill be iu the future com- 
pelled to'kllf ft»e; wounded with the 
bayonet^ Ip the'beginning they even 
sent woujiQjjtf to the hospital In Tien- 
tsin,-, but tbe&doou f6ijpd out that as 
long as a munMVas able to raise a hand 
be WQuld try^fo slab t^ie foreigners, 
and as,'moreover, they tound the pris- 
oners very refractory and had all they 
could do to attend to themselves, they 
•were compelled to kill all wounded 
with bayonets and, generally speaking, 
accept no prisoners, but to kill every- 
body that stood np against them." 


Even the anger of the throne, feeble 


and at the same time bombastic as 
It often. Is In China, becomes almost 
BUblime In view of the unparalleled af- 
front of Taku. The rescript, which 
Is in the name, of the emperor, of 
course, tells with a good deal of ability 
and clearness how many benefits the 
Chinese government conferred on the 
foreigners, how It permitted them to 
trade with the Chinese, how it per- 
mitted them to send their missionaries 
among the people though the latter 
did not want them. But lately the 
foreigners had usurped territory and 
plundered the people of China by force, 
and in so doing they had insulted the 
empire. 
As a result their churchea 


had been destroyed and their mission- 
aries murdered. The government had 
done its best to protect foreigners and 
had issued instructions for tbe protec- 
tion of the legations at Peking and tho 
rescue of the missionaries. Despite 
this action the foreigners, heedless of 
the benevolent intentions of the gov- 
ernment, had demanded with a dis- 
play of force the withdrawal of the 
Chinese troops from the Taku forts. 
At this point the writer of the rescript 
eeems to lose control of himself, or 
herself. "We solemnly and with tears 
declare," he cri,es, "that we will carry 
on this war to the bitter end rather 
than suffer this ignominy and live. 
Oh, hear ye, our loyal and patriotic 
subjects and people! 
Come In hun- 


dreds of thousands from Chl-11 and 
Shangtung and assemble in the. im- 
perial capital, for it is our intention to 
fight with the enemy for our 20 prov- 
inces and their 400,000,000 Inhabit- 
ants." 


In a pharaoh or a Babylonian mon- 


arch this outburst "would be considered 
fine, and the Chinese empire Is a con- 
temporary of the empire ,of the pim- 
raohs and tBe empire of the Baby- 
lonians and should consequently have 
the same privileges. In a hundred 
years the blsod guiltiness, the treach- 
ery, the want of faith, the craft," the 
mendacity and the cruelty will have 
been forgotten, and people win look 
back on the last struggle of the oldest 
empire that the world ever saw with 
sympatH^, admiration;1 and pity.

NEW TITLE FOR BRAKEMAN. 


Railroad* Slay Designate Htm. am 


"Assistant Conductor." 


Some of the railroads, according to 


a New York dispatch to the Chicago 
Inter Ocean, are considering the advis- 
ability of abandoning the time honoted 
title of brakeman on passenger trains 
and calling him assistant conductor.. 
The brakes on passenger trains are no 
longer worked by hand, but by air, 
and, therefore; it 1« argued that tlie old 
title is a misnomer. 


"The name brakeman," saia a rail- 


rood man, "has been a misnomer ever 
sines brakemen ceased to be brake- 
men—that is, wbea air brakes came 
Into use. A brakeman nowadays has 
nothing -whatever to do with the 
brakes. He simply attends to signals, 
calls names of stations and otherwise 
assists in. conducting the trains. The 
change to 'assistant conductor1 is logi- 
cal because these men are frequently 
promoted to conductors. Besides, it 
would tend to raise the standard of the 
calling." 


This question of a change of title will 


probably be taken up at the next meet- 
ing of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen, which is made up principal- 
ly of brakemen, and all the roads will 
be asked to adopt this change.

The queen bee matures in 1C days, the 


worker bee in 21 days aad the drone bee 
m 24 days. 


The contents of the box, hive, combs, 


bees and all, may readily be transferred

numerous and are crowded for room and 
because they have a plurality of queens. 


All surplus boxes should be arranged so 


that they can be inspected readily and re- 
moved from the hive as soon, as com* 
plated.

swarms obtainable, feeding must be kept 
up during the intervals when honey is not 
being gathered.

Many Seriona DifflcttltU* to Be Over- 


come In Advance Prom Tlen-tnln 
to Peklnff Due to Nature of the 
Country—P«vtr» and Diarrhea Said 
to Prevail. 
With the railway destroyed, the toads 


utterly Inadequate, bridges removed, 
many swamps, the river blocked, fords 
necessary at many places and a densi, 
hostile population to confront them, the 
advance of the allies from Tlen-tsin 
to Peking promises to be an Immensely 
difficult undertaking, says the New 
York Herald, even without counting 
largely on the resistance offered by 
Chinese troops and Boxers. 


Not only have the invaders to march 


through a practically roadless country 
normally flooded by the rains of this 
mouth and with the usual inundations 
Increased by the breaking of dikes on 
the Pei-Ho river for that purpose, but 
they must, above all, maintain their 
line of communication with Tien-tsln. 
through which their .supplies are de- 
rived, against an enemy with a supply 
of soldiers vast In numbers, whatever 
may be thought of their efficiency as 
fighting machines. 


Men who know China well say that 


although the language of the country 
has no word for patriotism racial 
fidelity is wonderfully strong among ita 
people and that it will be far more 
difficult to obtain information of the 
country and the enemy's movements 
than it would be were the invaders 
dealing with Caucasians. One of the 
minor difficulties of the army's di- 
versity of race and command la the 
necessity which it involves for In- 
dividual food and ammunition supplies. 
This in +be case of the British Indian 
contingei.; will be aggravated by its 
containing in its 10,000 troops natives 
from every division, with a multiplic- 
ity of caste demands In regard to food, 
which must be strictly respected. 


Admiral Dewey, discussing the oper- 


ations In China recently, said: "The 
roads In China are very much like 
those in Luzon. Before the railroad 
connecting Tien-tsin and Peking was 
built transportation was primitive. 
Visitors to Peking were conveyed in 
carts over narrow roads to their desti- 
nation." Of the Chinese as fighters 
he said: "I did not think much of them 
when I was in the" east, bat it may be 
that they consider that they are fight- 
Ing for their homes and will vigorous- 
ly oppose the agied forces." 


Colonel Foudjii Shigueta^mllitary at- 


tache of the Japanese legation In Vien- 
na, who Is thoroughly familiar with 
the country, speaks of the region to be 
traversed between Tien-tsiu and Pe- 
king as including a dense growth of In- 
dian corn in a country with no fit roadv 
and with many rivers to ford, the 
bridges having probably been removed 
by the Boxers. For its water supply, 
in the complete absence of wells, the 
allies will be wholly dependent upon 
the Pei-Ho. Its water is turbid and 
yellow, but alimost Instantaneously 
cleared by the immersion of a piece of 
alum, which at once precipitates the 
matter in suspension. 


Above Tien-tsln the Pel-Ho Is navi- 


gable for only very light draft vessels, 
and Its windings are so many1 and so 
sharp that hawsers are required to en- 
able craft of any length to rotmd many 
of its more acute bends. It Is believed 
that, notwithstanding the obstructions 
placed in the river by the Chinese, the 
invaders will make eome use of It for 
transportation, a considerable number 
of specially constructed Junks and oth- 
er boats with shallow tugs being avail- 
able at Taku and Tien-tsin. 


Areas of ground suitable for camp- 


Ing a large force will be found very 
rare, even the comparatively 
small 


Anglo-French force of some 4,000 men 
in 1860 having found it necessary to 
advance in detachments to overcome 
this difficulty. 
Water transport was 


largely used by that force, and a flotilla 
of Junks was sent up to Ho-Si-Wn, 40 
miles above Tien-tsin, where a depot of 
supplies was established. 


While there is encouragement for 


the success of the present enterprise 
in the absence of the formidable re- 
sistance met In 1860, the allies even 
then required nearly a month for their 
^curney, having started from Tien-tain 
on Sept. 8 and reaching the capital on 
Oct 6. It must be remembered, more- 
over, that the military resovsrces of 
China today are far greater than they 
were then, that the people as a whole 
are now more seriously inflamed, that 
the difficulties of the expedition are In- 
creased in several respec'ts by its great- 
er size and that the result of a reverse 
wo.uld be so terrific that i ' "'Tver pos- 
sible risks must be avoid 


This season, too, Is aln.^t the worst 


that could have been chosen, the rain- 
fall at this time of the year not infre- 
quently amounting to ten n;- more 
inches a day. The period of rain is 
generally over before the end of Au- 
gust, however, and with September 
comes a change to very cold nights, in- 
creasing as the year ages, tmtil in win- 
ter it is no uncommon occurrence for 
deaths to result from frost in the 
streets of Tung-Chow. Fevers and 
diarrhea are said to prevail In the dis- 
trict to be covered, as welj as ophthal- 
mia and cutaneous disorders, but the 
European forces In 1860 had good 
health during their campaign. 


After Tung-Chow has b«en reached 


the difficulties of the remaining 12 
miles or so will be greatly diminished 
by a granite paved road to Peking, 
which, although filled with ruts and 
in bad condition, is Incomparably supe- 
rior to the othec tracks aad is never 
flooded. 


RICHES OF CHINA. 
, 


IVouderiul Material Reioarcei of 


the &UdiU« Kingdom. 


The opening of China will add. 


enormously to the wealth of the world.| 
The gala, however, will not be nearly^ 
what it ought to be if the Chinese. 
themselves are not fully utilized, says 
the New Tor£ World. As Colquhoun 
says: "Among the various races of 
mankind the Chinese is the only one 
which In all climates, the hottest and 
the coldest, Is capable of great and 
lasting activity. The Chinaman fulfills, 
in the highest degree the ideal of an 
Intelligent human machine." To under- 
take to open China without the cheer- 
ful aid of Its people would therefore] 
be stupendous folly. 


What are the material resources of! 


China? Cdqunoun sava rightly that 
China is divided into three zones.. 
North of the Yellow river, where the] 
uprising is, the climate is the northern 
temperate. It Is too cold for rice and 
tea, but produces millet and barley. 
The central zone produces rice and' 
wheat, the better kinds of tea, cotton, 
Jujube, oranges, sugar and the bam- 
boo. 
In this zone also silks and cot- 


tons are manufactured, and these in- 
dustries may be almost indefinitely ex- 
tended. 
With 
proper management" 


China could grow and make all the 
cotton and cotton goods required by 
her people. In this central zone could 
also be grown all the rice necessary for 
the feeding of the empire. There IB 
also much valuable timber. 


In the southern zone the tempera- 


ture Is much higher and the vegetable 
products not so good; but, like the other 
zones, it la rich in minerals. Coal and 
Iron abound everywhere. China pos- 
sesses -both anthracite and bituminous 
coal in great qualities. In the north of 
Chi-li, for example, there are coal bear- 
ing strata 7,000 feet thick. Shansi, ac- 
cording to. Richthofen, the German 
mineralogist, who has examined all 
the Chinese coalfields, Is' one of the 
wonderful coal and iron regions of the 
earjji and with proper working could 
supply the world with coal for 2,000 
years. It has more coal than Pennsyl- 
vania. 
The coal mines can also be 


worked with marvelous cheapness. In 
Shansi, for example, coal is produced 
at the mine for 13 cents a ton, but 
transportation in China is so expensive 
that a comparatively short haul brings 
the price up to $7 or $8 a ton. Shang- 
tung is also rich in coal, the Germans 
having seized upon all the mining priv- 
ileges of the peninsula. 


Excellent iron ore is found in Shansi, 


Shangtung and in the southwest. There 
are also throughout the empire gold, 
lead, tin and zinc, copper, sulphur, 
mineral oil, mercury, cinnabar. There 
are also enormous quantities of salt. 
Colquhoun concludes that the "mineral 
wealth of China, perhaps the greatest 
on the world's surface, is as yet hardly 
touched, while there is a vast store of 
human energy in the people of China 
to develop that wealth."

CAVE DWELLERS OF CHINA. 


i Whole TtllMCea Exi»t In Single, Hoi- 


' 
lowed Out Chambers. 


Although the vast mobs which infest 


Peking and the larger cities of China 
are worked up'fe a state of frenzy and 
fanaticism, the great Chinese popula- 
tion proper Is agricultural and natural- 
ly eatremely peaceful, says the Kansaa 
City Star. Agriculture, however, is 
most primitive, and the wonder Is how 
euch an. immense population can be 
tupported from the soil until the great 
economy practiced In all things is un- 
derstood. On the Great plain of China 
every available foot of land is utilized 
for growing something and every par- 
ticle of fertility returned to the soil. 
Waters are used for irrigation and in 
many cases laboriously distributed 
over the fields. 


The Great plain Is about 700 miles in 


length and varies from 200 to 400 
miles la width, occupying the north- 
eastern part of the empire and con- 
taining over 200,000 square miles of 
wonderfully fertile soil. It supports a 
population of not less than 177,000,000 
human beingSv making it the most 
densely settled of any part of the world 
of the same size, its inhabitants 
amounting to nearly two-thirds of the 
entire population of Europe. 


A wonderful feature In the physical 


geography of China is the existence of 
a vast region of loess in this portion of 
the empire. Loess is a very solid but 
friable earth, brownish yellow In color, 
and is found in many places from 500 
to 1,000 feet deep. The loess hills rise 
In terraces from 20 to several hundred 
feet In height. The loess region of Chi- 
na is perhaps the most broken country 
In the world, with its sheer cliffs and 
upright walls, terraces and deep cut ra- 
vines. Owing to the ease with which 
It can be worked, caves made at the 
base of straight cliffs afford homes to 
millions of peop)e In the densely popu- 
lated northern provinces. Whole vil- 
lages cluster together In carved out 
chambers, t some of which extend back 
more than'200 feet. 


The capabilities of defense In a coun- 


try such as this, when* an invading 
army must necessarily become lost 
and absolutely bewildered In the tan- 
gle and interlacing ways and where 
the defenders may always remain con- 
cealed or have innumerable means of 
escape, Is peculiarly significant at this 
time, when consideration is being 
given to a copquest of.

Die Who Inhabit Them. 


Paris is not the noisiest of continental 


cities, but it is not especially quiet. The 
whole place, except in the aristocratic 
quarters, seems to be wide awake and 
much alive in early morning. Street cries 
me especially noticeable as the hawkers 
ply theit 'busy trade. But though the 
traffic in Paris is noisier, it is not dense. 
Yet it appears more bewildering to the 
foot passengers in Paris because of the 
wunt of order. The Parisian police, or 
guardiuns de la pair, are not nearly so 
much in evidence as our policemen. The 
coachmen in Paris seem to drive where 
they please, aad if a policeman held up a 
restraining hand it is questionable wheth- 
er the driver of a public vehicle would 
pay much attention to his warning. They 
sometimes rather timidly hold up batons. 
It is therefore necessary to be careful in 
the more crowded places in crossing the 
streets. The little victorias skim past in 
such happy go lucky fashion that the 
wonder is there are not more frequent ac- 
cidents. 


In Paris the modern fashionable quar- 


ter for Dwelling houses lies in the Chau- 
see d'Antin and west of the Madeleine, 
near the Elysee and the Champs EJysees, 
the district of the Faubourg St. Honore. 
The old aristocracy chiefly inhabits the 
Faubaurg St. Germain, south of the 
Seine, opposite the Tuileries and its gar- 
dens. The famous Quartier Latin, the re- 
sort of students and art workers, lies east 
of the Faubourg St. Germany This is the 
learned corner of Paris. Here are the 
universities, most of the colleges, schools 
nnd scientific institutions, and for centu- 
ries this has been regarded as the stu- 
dents' quarter. Behind the Church of the 
Sarbonne is the Lycee Louis le Grand, 
founded in 1560 by Francis I and rebuilt 
by the Jesuits in. 1680. Close by, on the 
Place du Pantheon, is the Lycee Henri 
Quatre, with its ancient though restored 
tower. This formed part of the old abbey 
of St. Genovieve. The ancient refectory 
is now used as the chapel of the Lycee. 


North of the liver and to the east of 


the Place de la Bastille, the Faubourg 
St. Antoine is the artisan quarter, where 
the chief part of the working people 
dwell. Hero are found cabinet mf kers, 
wood carvers, carpenters, all the useful 
trades, and in revolutionary times the 
outbreak has usually proceeded from or 
been fornei.tcd in this quarter. There is 
a most intenoting museum, the Musee 
Carnavalct, a beautiful building, begun 
early in the sixteenth century and finish- 
ed 100 years later. It stands in the Itue 
Sevigne, a street leading on the left from 
the Hue de Rivoli, just where that street 
changes its name to Bue St. Antoine. 
The Maison Oarnavalet was the town 
residence of Mme. de Sevigne from 1677 
to 1C06. It is now a municipal museum 
and contains objects relating to the his- 
tory of Paris from early down to recent 
times. Vaiious objects here have connec- 
tion with or illustrate the revolutions of 
1789, 1830 an3 1S48. Some of the sculp- 
ture on the building is the work of the 
famous Jean Goujon, 1520-1572.—Chica- 
go News.

Subscribers to the Famous 


Blacklist in This City. No 


Worrying Over Suits 


MANY DENY THEIR MEMBERSHIP 


FOR ITALY'S DEAD KING 


Nearly 125 Merchants in This City, 


Adams and Williamstown are "In 


it," With the List of Many 


Delinquents 


As mentioned in yesterday's Issue, 


there js a prospect that une or two 
men in this city, whose names are re- 
corded as delinauent in the merchants' 
directory, otherwise^ known as 
the 


blacklist, may bring suit for damages 
on the ground that they do not owe the 
money it is claimed they clo. The two 
suits for $5000 each brought against a 
PHtslifid coal dealer for alleged dam- 
ages in this way have caused a flutter 
among' the local t-uhscribors to the 
blacklists that should prove amusiner 
to those who .have been listed as "dead-1 
beats." Not for a long time has there 
been such a scare in local stores. 


The plan of the blacklist was riven 


in this paper when it \\as first started 
in tho city. Each merchant nays. S2 a 
half-year, in return for which he is 
given a copy of the directory published 
every six months. He sends notices 
to all his delinquents, telling them that 
if they do not "ante 112" their names 
will be published. If the money is not 
forthcoming, the names of thoso who 
still refuse to pay are sent to the pub- 
lisher of the directory, who is a New 
York state man. The names are then 
publihed in the directory, and for six 
months remain in black and 
whitf, J 


names to be avoided by the merchant 
uho does not want to lose money. 


There has been a good deal of specu- 


lation as to how many local merchants 
are subscribers to this blacklist and 
contributor^ to the names of "dead- 
beata" The number of subscribers is 
large, 123 for this city, Adams and Wil- 
liamstown. Of this number, 95 are in 
this city, including' Blackinton, 19 are 
in Adams and nine in Williamstown. 
Almost every line- o.f business is repre- 
sented, grocers, dry goods men, cloth- 
iers, butchers, doctors, druggists, shoe 
dealers and many others. 


Of this 123 it may safely be estimat- 


ed that 100 are worried over the tend- 
ency to bring suit that shows itself in 
th county. A Transcript representative 
talked with a few merchants who are 
recorded in the directory as subscrib- 
ers, and who yet threw up their hands 
and said that they never heard rf such 
a thing, and that they were not in ihc 
list. One or two others adimtted th-ii 
they were subscribers but said the- 
had never furnished any names for it, 
and had never looked into the book. 
Others were not so alarmed, sayins? 
that they were sure that all the names 
they had furnished were the names 01" 
sure-enough dead-beats, and that they 
have nothing to be afraid of. 


One merchant who is a subscrber said 


that he never made any use of the book, 
and that aside from the pleasure of 
"soaking'" those who have owed him 
money for some years by planting1 their 
names in a book it was worthless to

TO IMPROVE THE SHOE TRADE 


Recommendations of Manufacturers at 


Boston Convention 


The sh'oe manufacturers l« session 


at Boston this week are considering a 
i.uinber of propositions of interest to 
1' trade. It is the purpose 'Jf the con- 
tention to work out a plan for better- 
ing certain conditions in the shoe 
trada pertaining to the distributing of 
goods, collections and the use of shoe 
machinery. The propositions are as 
follows: 
The establishment of a central bureau 
or headquarters for the National boot 
and shoe association, under the super- 
vision of an active and capable man- 
ager, who will devote his entire time 
to the interests of fhe 
association 


Among the duties of this manager will 
be: 


1. To visit different shoe centers in- 


cluding places where at least three or 
four manufacturers are located, for the 
purpose of inducing said firms 'or com- 
panies to Join the national association, 
and wherever practiced to call meetings 
and aid in organizing local associations 
where such clo not already exist. 


2. To establish a "reciprocal infor- 


mation" credit department 
for the 


members of the association and to ar- 
range for the relentless prosecution of 
fraudulent debtors of members until 
they are brought to justice. 


3. To investigate through legal as- 


sistance the validity 'of patents 
on 


uhich a, royalty is now paid by shoe 
manufacturers, 
as well as the pro- 


priety of signing the new machinery 
leases recently presented to the mem- 
brs of this association. 


4. To organize at his headquarters a 


bureau of information en all matters of 
interest concerning the manufacture of 
shoes, such as the best sources of sup- 
ply for the newest and most desirable 
machinery as well as all kirJds of raw 
materials. 


Finally to make this bureau a clear- 


ing house for a'l information that may 
be required by the members- of the or- 
ganization. 


In addition to the above the associa- 


tion should have in view the bringing 
About of the followirJ.5 reforms: 


1. Uniform discounts, terms and dat- 


ing on the same classes of goods. 


2. To vigorously protest against can- 


collation of orders, or the return of 
goods without sufficient cause. 


3. To discourage the practice of cus- 


tomers remitting in local checks. 


4. To enter art absolute veto on the 


practice of returning shoes after being 
worn out. 


5. To keep a record on file of unde- 


sirable customers, with the particulars 
of causa. 


6. To arrange for uniform additional 


charges on single pairs made to order. 


7. To keep a record of applications 


of skilled help.

CHIEF WITNESS IN MURDER CASE 


Former Local Man's Testimony May 


Save Life of Young Man 


Dr. T. J. Flynn, formerly of this cfty, 


who is now coroner's physician on Long 
Island, win be the chief witness in a 
peculiar murder trial which is to come 
up there scon. A young man named 
Ralph Miller was boxing with a friend 
named Baldwin, and died, soon after re- 
ceiving a knockout blow. Baldwin was 
arrested pending an investigation.

been struck oehnd. the right ear or on 
tho tenwle, as some witnesses have 
stated. But neither1 blow caused death 
in this case. Miller had worked him- 
self up into great nervvus excitement 
ana his constitution was not in; condi- 
tion to stand so much strain. Th.e lit- 
tle cavity in the middle of the brain 
was full of blood which hadi no place 
there,
